Greetings to all In this article I will be showcasing one type of MOVIE PROP MONEY. I started my collection in 
January 2001 and it is my primary interest in the field of "play money" As a kid, I was always dissatisfied with the 
lack of detail and realism in the play money that was available to the public and always wished I could somehow 
get my hands on the prop money that was used in movies and tv shows Now that it has become available, I have 
dived into collecting at full speed. 

The type of prop money I am showcasing in this article is quite common and has been used in countless television 
shows, movies and magazine ads. It is very realistic looking, but not so realistic that it could be mistaken for 
genuine U S. currency. Printed with black and green ink on an off-white paper, the notes are the same size as 
regular U S. notes. The words “United States Of America" and "dollars" are conspicuously absent from them They 
have several features similar to real money including "treasury & Federal Reserve" type seals, serial #s, and 
series dates. 


The portraits pictured on the notes look to be taken from engravings They are not labeled, but after searching 
through several books dealing with the Presidents Of The United States, I’ve been able to identify, with reasonable 
certainty, most of them.

The backs of the notes depict various buildings. The only one I could positively identify was the U S. Capitol on the 
back of the $1, $50, & $500. The $5 note shows a bald eagle with a ribbon in it's beak declaring: "LIBERTY- 
TRUTH-JUSTICE-EQUALITY". All of the notes are shown about 50% of the actual size except the 100 note which 
is shown its actual size of 6 inches by 2 5/8 inches. 


Sometimes similar notes of the same denomination will have different serial #s and/or series dates. It's amazing to 
me how much detail is put into these notes that are never meant to be seen close up. That's about all the info I 
have on them. I hope you enjoyed the article and I'll be showcasing a different type of prop money in the next 
issue.

Denominations are 
from one penny to the rare 
fifty dollars.

1/2 inches wide by about 6 1/4 inches 
long, but this can vary a bit depending 
on the particular newspaper in which 
it appeared. The dates on which these 
ran in the Sunday papers for the items 
that I have range from December 8, 
1940, to July 18,1943. The dates of 
issue are shown in the second column 
of the list on the following two pages. 


Each panel also shows an 
image of Popeye as he 
explains the product for that 
week.
